Marvin Announces 
New Positions; 
Doyie Returns 

a AS A STEP TOWARDS the 
expansion of the School of Gov- 
ernment, President Cloyd Heck 
Marvin announced recently the 
appointment of William Crane 
Johnstone as Dean of the school. 
The post, which has been vacant 
since the establishment of the 
school, has been hllod by an expert 
In Far Eastern affairs, who has 
served as Dean of the Junior Col- 
lees and has lectured in the Politi- 
cal Sconce Department for the past 
several years. 

At the same time changes in 
three other Deanships were an- 
nounced. Christopher B. Garnett, 
the Acting Dean of Columbian 
College has been appointed Dean 
of the Junior College, and Warren 
Reed West appointed Dean of 
Special Students. 

As the flfst professor to return 
from war leave. Dean Henry 
Grattan Doyle has resumed hit 
duties in the Columbian College. 

The appointment of Arthur E. 
Burnt, profesior Economics, to tho 
post of Assistant Dean of tho 
School of Government was also an- 
nounced. 

In an ItUervlew last week. Dean.. 
Johnstone Indicated the direction 
wh)ch the expansion program will 
folow by pointing to the new pro- 
gram which places emphasis on 
graduate work. 

Members of the faculty who art 
experts in the complex operation of 
the government > and government 
policies will conduct a series of 
grsduste courses, Dean Johnitono 
said. 

In summing up the aims of tho 
newly introduced program, ho 
stated that the graduate course is 
primarily designed to provide a 
thorough understanding of policies 
and operatloni of the government 
and the relation of the United 
States tp foreign governments. Ita 
aim is to give studente an under- 
standing of the roll of the govern- 
ment in all aspects of national life 
and world affairs. The main ob- 
jectives of the undergraduate work 
is to train competent and intelli- 
gent persons for service in Govern- 
ment snd private enterprise, both 
at home and abroad. 

Dr. Garnett, who also is Elton 
professor of philosophy, had serv- 
ed for two years as acting dean 
of the Columbian College, while 
Dean Doyle was on war leave.

• IN ADDITION to the regular 
clasaes, thirteen new courses are 
being offered this year because 
of interest shown during registra- 
tion, it was announced last night 
by President Cloyd Heck Marvin. 

The department of history will 
affer ftwe new courses; American 
social history, taught by Dr. Roger 
W. Shugg, who is on leave of ab- 
•once from the Indiana University, 
and diplomatic history of the Unit- 
ed States, which will be given by 
Dr. George W. Auxier, whp Is on 
leave ot absence from the faculty 
of Ohio State University. 

Courses in old French and old 
Spanish will be gtvon by Dean Hen- 
ry Grattan Doyle, who reteurntd 
to the university September 1 after 
two years* war leave. Two new 
courses In American literature will 
offerer The American drama, 
by Dr. Robert W. Bolwell, head of 
the Graduate School, and recent 
American literature, by Dr. Charier 
W. Cole. The School of Education 
will' offer a graduate course in em- 
ploye training by Dr. Charles E. 
Bisb, director of training of the 
United SUtee Adjutant General’s 
Office. 


• DEAN HENRY Gratton Doyle 
who returned from a war leave as 
Dean of Columbian College on Sep- 
tember 1, was taken ill with an ap- 
pendectomy the following week. 
He la now convalescing at the 
home of hla eon, Lt. Henry G. 
Doyle. USNR He waa the first of 
140 fabulty members granted war 
leaves to come back. 

Dean Doyle, who was released ss 
dean of the college and senior pro- 
fessor of romance languages has 
been serving as director of the In- 
ter-American Training Center, 
which has been teaching Govern- 
ment employees and offldali Span- 
ish and Portugese by Intensive 
methods. 

The center was established as 
temporary agency by the American 
Gouncll of Learned Societies in co- 
operation with the U. S. Coordin- 
ator of Inter-American affairs. 

Dean Doyle, who has been on the 
faculty at the University since 1916 
is an honorary member of the fac- 
ulty of the National University of 
Mexico, and in June of this year 
was named a Fellow of the Acad- 
emy of Arts and Sciences.

• THOUGH THE SCHOOL YEAR began pnly yes- 
terday, the Student CouncU Is already beginning to 
leH anxiety and a Uttle nervous tension over the 
conflict In authority and responsibility for student 
activities between themselves and Miss Ruth Atwell, 
the Advisor to Women’s Activities. 

It all began last year, when the Student Council 
became alarmed over the sudden expansion of Miss 
XtweU's interest and activity In the University’s social 
program. The CouncU, attempting to provide a social 
program for the student body, found that Miss AtweU 
too was planning social events, some of which dup- 
licated the work of the CouncU, and others which 
appeared to take over the duties of some of the 
CmincU members. 

’Throughout most of the year they were at odds. 
Try as they might to reach an agreement, neither 
was wUUng to give up part of his authority, and so 
they kept on squabblng. 

Then, towards the latter part of the year, after 
the Student CouncU wrote to President Marvin asking 
him to dear up the matter and accurately define the 
responslbUlUes and duties of each, the University 
President put an end to the cat-and-mouse game In a 
letter which supposedly placated both parties. 

Yet this summer, with the new Student CouncU 
less than three months old, a new confilct arose. 
This time over the Freshman Orientation program. 
’The Student CouncU Includes In Its posts the position 
of Freshman Director. It naturally assumed that this 
Director would assunw charge of, and take fuU respon- 
sibUlty for the Freshmen who registered last week. 
Miss AtweU, on the other hand, felt that this phase 
of Unlversi^ life lay In her domain. And so, as any 
Freshman can teU you, there has been a great deal 
of duidlcation of effort and of planned affairs. Both 
the Student CouncU and Mlgs AtweU have thrown or 
are throwing dances for the Freshmen, boA are hold- 
ing or have held Assemblies In the Auditorium, and 
the poor Freshmen, caught In the middle, are forced 
to chase back and forth between registration, rushing, 
orientation, assemblies, dances, parties, smokers, ac- 
tivity booths, Cue and Curtain and Hatdiet Staff 
meetings. 

The reaL underlying difficulty caa be very easUy 
explained. It’s a simple matter, yet one that must be 
'. handled with tact and finesse if the conflict between 
’, these two is to be resolved. 

* It aU boils down to the fact that the Student 
CouncU received Its charter from the President of the 
University, placing It In direct control and holding it 
responsible for aU student activities. Similarly, Hisa^ 
AtweU's appointment stems directly from the 
dent’s Room. 

Each feels directly responsible to President Marvin, 
and each looks upon the other as someone who Is 
either exceeding his authority, or who is doing his 
Job not too wisdy and not too weU. 

Under the eidstlng circumstances there appears 
to be a remedy to cure these Uls. “One of the sim^est 
and quickest ways to^clear the enUrs matter up, it 
seems to us, is for Lois Smith, the Student CouncU' 
president. Miss AtweU and Prudent Marvin to get 
together over a tea cup, speaking frankly, openly ud 
htmestly, thrash the matter out

once and for aU exactly where each one’s responsi- 
bilities begin and end, write finis to an unnecessary 
and costly., ^pUcatlon .of. effort aPd.Pave the sray 


e IN ’THE LAST ISSUE last year we printed a letter 
from an “Incensed Newcom^’ who protested against 
the dirt and filth to be fouM In many of the nearby 
restaurants and eating establishments. 

To say that such a situation Is both intolerable and 
disgus^g Is to be obvious. 1110 conditions prevalent 
in Bassin’s and Quigley’s, to, name just a few of the 
local beaneries, have been the subject of much com- 
ment by the student body as far back as we can re- 
member. 

Quigs, the oidy Pharmacy on campus, depends al- 
most exclusively on student patronage. Aside from the 
fact that the service is poor and the prices high, the 
undeniably filthy conditions existing behind the coun- 
ter endanger the health of the entire student body. 

Bassin’s, the only place near campus where a tired 
soul can grab a Hamburger and a quick beer between 
classes. Is one of the worst offenders of the District 
Health Code. ’The cockroaches, rats and stale food are 
without a doubt the products of years of slovenly 
storekeeping. 

’The District Health Code requires that the various 
Inspectors make periodic spot checks of all establish- 
ments in the District of Columbia where food Is hand- 
led. How these places have managed throughout the 
years to escape fines and eventual closure Is beyond 
our ken. But that Is in the past. 

Something, however, can be done In the fut ure. It 
not only can, it must be done. ’THE HA’TCHET there- 
fore places this problem la the laps of the Student 
Council with the following suggestions; that the Stu- 
dent Council request the District Health Department 
to inspect, immediately, the conditions existent In aU 
food shops, restaurants, drug stores, beer joints and 
other eating establishments In and around the campus, 
and obtain a copy of the report in order that the 
health and interests of the student body be preserved. 

We also propose that the student body refuse to 
enter any of these places until such an Inspection has 
been made. Such a boycott would not only aid the 
inquest, but would also serve to coerce the managers 
of these places Into a voluntary clean-up, and make 
them aware of the power of a determined consumer 
group. 


Expansion 


e BY A STROKE OF GOOD fortune, the University’s 
building program, which was curtailed for the dura- 
tion, finds its largest and most expensive item, plant 
and equipment for a ' University Hospital, M^cal 
SchooL and Nurses Home well on the way to' becom- 
ing an actuality. 

’The FWA grant, which was successfully handled by 
Dr, Marvin, was the result of a series of remarkable 
coincidences, lengthy conferences, and brilliant maneu- 
vering. 

At the same time that the dty newspapers began 
their campaign for greater hospital space, the District 
Commissioners and the House Committee for the Dis- 
trict arrived at the same conclusion. Moreover, the 
Gallinger Hospital investigation and the resultant 
squabble brought the need for more beds squarely 
bdore the public eye. 

But long before all these events took place. Presi- 
dent Marvin had been planning. He started planning 
the day he assumed the post of President of the Uni- 
versity, and conceived In his mind’s eye what Is today 
referred to as "The Greater George Washington Unl- 
versKy." 

Five or six years ago the plan began to take shape. 
Soon buildings w«e sprouting up, and the University 
embarked on a buUdlng-a-year program. ’The results of 
this program may be seen as you look around at build- 
ings C, D, ’The Library, Government and the Million 
Dollar Lisner Auditorium. 

’The building program calls for a large Hall of Sci- 
ence, Administration Building, Student Union, expand- 
ed dormatory facilities and a large, green, ranibllng 
campus, in the not too distant future. 

Though Its not much consolation to be told that 
thirty years ago the streets were muddy ruts, and 
classes were held in Buildings A and B, still It Is en- 
couraging to bdong to an Institution that Is progress- 
ing. 

yWhlle many students no doubt fed, and rightly so, 
that they are missing out on real campus life and won’t 
be ab4 to look back on their “Good Old College Daya” 
as sttmenta at other Universities wlU be able to do, 
stm, imtll such time as the majority of registrants are 
dety school students, not very much wlU be done. 

Remember, we are not retrogressing, we are going 
ahead. An expansion of plant and equiimient means an 
expansion in acreage. And that must lead to an ex- 
pansion of the campus, an increase In the full time stu- 
dent body, and sooieday an honest-to-John campus life 
and real school spirit.

until last night at 9:30. Those 
lucky enough to receive further- In- 
vitations will atten a wide variety 
of portles, culminating in a^ grand, 
festive occasion Thursday gening. 

Invitations may be called for at 
Pan-Hel post office in Columbian 
House until 7 o’clock this evening 

Friday, the regular sorority sla- 
ters go into a huddle and delllMrate 
those chosen few who will later en- 
ter Into the sacred cults. Bids are 
sent out, and the fortunate recipi- 
ents are then given the alternative 
to either decline or accept, or. If 
the holder of several bids, to 
choose among those designated. 

Next 'Tuesday, It will be all over, 
the waiting, the suspense, the anti- 
cipation. For final meditation will 
have by then been entered Into, and 
the rushes notified of the Greeks’ 
decision.

• WITH VARSITY SPORTS out 
for the duration at the Univer- 
sity, football fans here at the 
school can gain some consola- 
tion following the careers of 
former varsity men now playing 
in the National Professional Foot- 
ball League. • 

Though the University has not 
sent many men up to the pro- 
fessional ranks the players that 
have left to "play for pay” have 
acquitted themselves well. This 
year there are three men from 
the school playing in the 
league: Frank Seno of the Wash- 
ington Redskins, Scott Gudmunson 
of the Boston Yanks, and 'Tuffy 
Leemans of the New York Giants. 
Leemans has been promoted to a 
coaching position on the Giants and 
will not see much action, but Seno 
and Gudmunson will probably play 
important parts in the shaping of 
their respective teams. 

Seno played only one year of 
football at the University, and when 
the school dropped sports he was 
signed by the Redskins. A third 
string back on the Colonial's 'grid- 
iron aggregation, he played well 
enough last year to become the 
second string substitute for half- 
back Wilbur Mpore. A fast break 
away back and vicous tackier, he 
has been inserted Into the starting 
lineup of the Redskins and the 
new T-formatlon which the team is 
using this year Is made to order 
for him. On the basis of his year's 
experience in the league and the 
encouraging yardage he plied up 
last year In the games he played, 
much is expected of him by local 
gridiron enthusiasts. 

Gudmunson. who until three days 
ago was with the Washington Red- 
skins, has showed much promise 
this year. Coach Dudley De Qroot 
of the Washington club was forc^ 
to tra4e Gudmunson very reluctant- 
ly. onHng to the new 28 player 
limit. According to De Groot, Qud- 
munson is rated as an intelligent 
quarterback with plenty of kick- 
ing, passing and running ability. 
He stated that all Gudmi^nson nee<^ 
ed was seasoning to make him one 
of the better backs in the league.
